Precious Blood

QO, the first day of July we celebrate 
the Feast of the Most Precious Blood of Our 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ and to’ that 
devotion the Church dedicates the entire 
month. This devotion is designed to deepen 
our appreciation of the sufferings and death 
of our Blessed Lord, to arouse our hatred 
of sin, and to increase our love for the 
Savior who gave the last drop of His 
precious blood for our redemption. 


In the devotion to the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus, the heart stands as the symbol of 
Christ’s ardent love for us, In the devo- 
tion to the Most Precious Blood of Jesus, 
His blood stands as the symbol of His sac- 
rificial and redeeming love for us. 


How Originate? 


When and how did this feast originate as 
a feast of the universal Church? When 
Pius IX went into exile at Gaeta in 1849, 
he had as his companion the saintly Don 
Giovanni Merlini, third superior general of 
the Fathers of the Most Precious Blood. 
Merlini suggested that His Holiness make a 
vow to extend the Feast of the Most 
Precious Blood to the entire Church, if he 
would regain possession of the papal do- 
minions, 

A few days later the Pope. sent his do- 
mestic prelate Joseph Stella to Merlini with 
the message: “The pope does not deem it 
expedient to bind himself by a vow. In- 
stead, His Holiness is pleased to extend the 
feast immediately to all Christendom.” 

This was on June 30, 1849, the day the 
French took Rome and the republicans sur- 
rendered. The thirtieth of June had been a 
saturday before the first Sunday of July. 
Therefore the Pope decreed that henceforth 
the first Sunday of July should be dedi- 
cated to the Most Precious Blood. Grad- 
ually the devotion extended to the whole 
month. 


Doctrinal Basis 


What is the doctrinal basis of this devo- 
tion? Christ redeemed us from the bondage 
of sin by shedding His blood for us on Cal- 
vary’s Cross. “It hath well pleased the 
Father,” wrote the Apostle Paul to the 
Colossians, “through Him to reconcile all 
things unto Himself, making peace through 
the blood of His cross, both as to the things 
that are on earth and the things that are 
in Heaven.”’ 

And to the Ephesians St. Paul wrote: 
“Now in Christ Jesus you, who were some 
time afar off, are made nigh by the blood

of Christ.” Both these statements refer to 
a previous state of enmity, to the ending of 
hostilities, and the reconciling of opposing 
parties through one person, one mediator, 
Jesus Christ, by a sacrificial oblation. 


Thus the blood of the Redeemer was the 
means of washing out the effects of man’s 
sins, ending his estrangement, and re- 
uniting him with God. It was by the shed- 
ding of His blood that Christ redeemed us 
and made us both the children and the 
friends of God. Such is the solid doctrinal 
basis of this beautiful devotion. 


Rich Efficacy 


In his epistle to the Hebrews St. Paul 
enumerates the effects of the shedding of 
His blood for us. Christ, he says, “hath 
appeared for the destruction of sin by the 
sacrifice of Himself.” Then having de- 
stroyed sin and appeased God’s anger, the 
precious blood purifies souls. “Much more 
shall the blood of Christ,” says St. Paul, 
“who by the Holy Ghost offered Himself 
unspotted unto God, cleanse our conscience 
from dead works.” 

On the other hand, there are the positive 
effects of sanctification and perfection which 
the Apostle specifies also. It is “the blood 
of the [new] covenant through which we 
are sanctified. Indeed, it was “that He 
might sanctify the people by His blood” 
that Jesus suffered His agonizing death 
upon Calvary’s Cross. Lastly, by the one 
sacrificial offering of His blood “He has per- 
fected forever them that are sanctified.” 

Here is outlined the mighty story of our 
redemption, sanctification and glorification 
by the warm life-blood of our divine Re- 
deemer. “And whereas indeed He was the 
Son of God,” sums up St. Paul, “He 
learned obedience from the things that He 
suffered: and being consummated, He be- 
came to all that obey Him the cause of etere 
nal salvation.” | 


Deepen Our Devotion 


One of the most practical ways to deepen 
our devotion to the Most Precious Blood is 
to meditate upon the occasions upon which 
it was shed for us. The first shedding of 
blood occtfrred at the circumcision when 
the Savior, though free from every shadow 
of sin, permitted a few drops of His blood 
to be shed in conformity with the Mosaie 
Law. : 

At the agony in the Garden of Gethse- 
mane Jesus suffered a bloody sweat. As He 
saw all the agony He was about to undergo, 
His sacred body broke out in a bloody per- 
spiration. “Not my will,” He prayed to His 
heavenly Father, “but thine be done!”’ 

At the crowning with thorns, blood burst

According to these part-time stu- 
dent workers, the work-school 
shapes up this way: 


1. Taking Advantage 
Of The Employer 


Joyce Cieslewicz: Students often 
take advantage of the employer. 
She often takes a day off to shop, 
or to see a baseball game, or get 
that last-minute, long-range as- 
signment in on time. About fifteen 
minutes before starting time, the 
employer is left stranded. 


Usually, the student works for 
money. .Unable to get a job she 
(or he) really likes, she works at 
something she doesn’t like, and 
the job suffers. 


Often when a group of teen- 
agers work together, a gab fest be- 
gins. The job is neglected as Sally 
finds out about Mary’s weekend 
date. 


On the other hand, I have often 
heard, “Oh, leave that for the part- 
timer.” It makes a girl feel she’s 
being “took” when she gets the 
work nobody elee wants to do. If 
the employer would give her as 
thing that has a little respensibil- 
ity attached, she might take pride 
in her work. A part-time worker 
likes to feel she has a definite job 
and is really needed. 


Naomi Tenicki: There is no 
doubt that students take advantage 
of their employers. It seems that 
the fair employers get the “duds.” 
Some part-time help do not care. 

A college student is hired as 
part-time Summer help. She _ is 
supposedly a top-rate typist. Her 
salary is nothing to sneeze at. Yet, 
her work wasn’t even second rate. 
she quit a few. weeks before class- 
es resumed. There was more work 
to be checked and re-done after she 
left than before she started. Bet- 
ter she hadn't been hired at all.

Jeanne Taepke: Last Summer I 
worked for a bakery. The students 
thought nothing of taking an hour 
and 15 minutes for lunch. And 
for ten minute breaks, they were 
usually not less than 25. The part- 
time girls would think nothing of 
calling ten minutes before they 
should start working to say they 
couldn’t come in that day. 


2. Taking Advantage 
Of The Student 


Angela Serpe: Employers are 
at an advantage when it comes to 
dealing with teen-age help for two 
reasons. Part-time jobs are scarce, 
so there is a large teen-age labor 
market. As a result employers 
can pay lower (minimum) wages 


to learn other basic facts of life: 
that Christians cannot do every- 
thing that non-Christians can do, 
and why not; that Christians have 
a positive task to perform in life, 
and that this requires them to be 
strong in body, strong in mind, 
strong in virtue. That is no mere 
platitude in these times when per- 
secution may be the lot of every 
one of our children. Just being 
good parents calis for an amazing 
buildup of physical, mental and 
spiritual energy. : 
Like the little girl who intro- 
duced us to this subject, our chil- 
dren will rebel at always eating 
food that is good for them. Ac- 
cording to their age and tempera- 
ment, they might rebel at the ex- 
planations, too. But it is an oppor- 
tunity to help them realize that 
they have more wonderful things

The worst Roman persecutions 
took place in the third and early 
fourth centuries so that most of 
the epitaphs show dates in these 
centuries.

When St. Jerome visited the 
catacombs in 354 he recorded that 
they were no longer being used as 
a cemetery.

But soon Rome itself was des- 
tined to suffer, and in 410 came 
the first wave of barbarians over 
the city. Naturally the catacombs

Chats Out Of Church 


A Boat That 


Has Wings 


FATHER RAY GRIBBIN 


S EVERAL years ago, Mr. Dis- 
ney made a movie about an ele- 
phant that could fly. The name of 
the elephant, I think, was “Dumbo.” 
I'm not sure, because I didn’t see 
the movie. So, even to this day, 
i have not seen a flying elephant. 


However, today I want to talk 
about something almost as strange 
as a flying elephant. I want to 
talk about a-boat that has wings. 
And I don’t mean an airplane, eith- 
er. I mean a boat with wings. 


But I guess I had better stop 
teasing and tell. you what I mean. 
You know already that we have 
been talking about our — church 
building, so I am sure you know 
that this “boat with wings” is go- 
ing to have something to do with 
the church. 


It all works out something like 
this. In Latin the word for boat 
is navis (pronounced NAH-vis). In 
Italian the word for boat is nave 
(pronounced NAH-vay). And in 
every church we have what we call 
in English a nave (which rhymes 
with “shave’’). 

The nave of any church is the 
big, main, center part of the 
church. It is the part of the 
church that starts at the back 
door and goes to the altar rail. It 
is as wide as the main roof. 

In the olden days, I guess, peo- 
ple looked at this part of the 
church and said to themselves, 
“It looks like a boat!” So they 
began to call it “the boat’’—navis, 
or nave. That is why we eall this 
part of the church the nave. We 
use the same word that they used 
in the olden days, although we say 
it a little differently. 

But I started off by saying some- 
thing about a “boat with wings,” 
didn’t I? Well, once again the 


trick is in the word. 
Almost everyone, I guess, knows 
what the aisle of a church is. 


But 


'the word “aisle” comes from an 
old French word that 
|“wing.” Yet, that is just where it 
'does come from. .So we can see 
right away that the “aisle” is sup- 
posed to be a kind of wing stuck on 
to the nave of the church. 


In some .churches it is easy to 
see this. Some churches have long 
rows of pillars that march down 
through the pews. On the outside 
of the pillars there are usually 
more pews, a place for people to 
walk, and maybe more pews still. 
The roof over this part of the 
church may be lower than the roof 
cver the center part (the nave). 
In churches like this the side sec- 
tions really do look a little like 
wings stuck on to the nave. 


So the old-time French. people 
called these sections of the church 
“wings.” Of course, they used the

In a recent “answer” to a ques- 
tion submitted by a Protestant 
youth who was going to Catholic 
social affairs, he suggested it was 
all right that the youth attend 
these affairs.

FRENCH MARTYRS BEATIFIED — Venerable John Baptist 
Triquerie, O.F.M.Conv., is one of the 19 martyrs of the French 
Revolution who were beatified in Vatican City June 19. Of 
the group, 14 priests, including Venerable Triquerie, were im- 
prisoned and later guillotined at Laval, on Jan. 21, 1794. They 
had refused to take either the oath prescribed by the 1791 
“Civil. Constitution of the Clergy” or the atheistic oath of 
“Liberty-Equality.” Another priest was shot while attempting 
to escape from a trap on Oct. 17; 1794. The remaining four 
martyrs were women, three of whom were nuns and one a 
lay school teacher. All of the 19 belonged to the Laval diocese. 
Venerable Triquerie was born in Laval in 1737 and at a very 
young age joined the Order of Friars Minor Conventual in 
the Friary of Olonne, where he remained until 1778.

As Catholics, we should be proud 
of the Declaration of Independence 
because its philosophical principles 
are derived directly from Catholic 
philosophy. The truth that all men 
are free and equal and therefore 
entitled to certain fundamental 
rights is the cornerstone of Amer- 
ican democracy and one of. the 
foundations of Catholic philosophy. 


The concept of the equality of 
all souls actually began with the 
ublic teachings of Christ and has 

n upheld by the Church for 20 
centuries. St. Thomas Aquinas, the 
church’s greatest philosopher and 
theologian, has been said to have 
discovered America politically 200 
years before Columbus discovered 
it geographically. 

St. Thomas Aquinas is repre- 
sentative of Catholic thought of 
the Middle Ages. Another great 
Catholic philosopher, St. Robert 
Bellarmine, is representative of 
Catholic thought of the 16th cen- 
tury. A comparison of sections of 
the Declaration of Independence 
with selections from the writings 
of these Catholic theologians shows 
a great similarity of thought. 

On the equality of all men: 

Declaration of Independence: 
“All men are created equal . . 
they are endowed by their Cre- 
ator with. certain inalienable 
rights.” 

St. Thomas: “Nature made all 
men equal in liberty, though not 
in their natural perfections.” 

Bellarmine: “All men are equal, 
not in wisdom or grace, but in the 
essence and nature of mankind.” 
“There is no reason why among 
equals one should rule rather than 
another.” “Let rulers remember 
that they preside over men who 
are of the same nature as. they 
themselves.” “Political right is im- 
mediately from God and necessar- 
ily inherent in the nature of man.” 

On the function of Government: 


Declaration of Independence: 
“To secure these rights, govern- 


ments are instituted among men.” 

St. Thomas: “To ordain anything 
for the common good belongs eith- 
er to the whole people, or to some- 
one who is the vicegerent of the 
whole people.” 

Bellarmine: “It is impossible for 
men to live together without some- 
one to care for the common good. 
Men must be governed by someone 
lest they be willing to perish.”

Anti-Church Policy 


Some See New Cabinet 
Composed Of Army Men; 
Cardinal Voices Sorrow 


Buenos Aires—(NC)—Catholics 
here are awaiting with particular 
interest the announcement of the 
new cabinet to be named by Presi- 
dent Juan D. Peron in the wake 
of the recent revolt, perhaps the 
fiercest in Argentina’s history. 

The question seems to be 
whether or not the formation of 
the new cabinet will mark a radi- 
cal reversal of the. anti-Church 
policy which the Peron Regime has 
been carrying out with increasing 
bitterness since last November. 

Among the major changes freely 
predicted here, after the announce- 
ment that President Peron’s 16- 
man cabinet had resigned follow- 
ing the bloody uprising, was the 
choice of some one else to replace 
Minister of Interior Angel Bor- 
lenghi, who had played a key role 
in the anti-Church campaign. 

Other cabinet members whose 
names, it was said, may not ap- 
pear in the new cabinet were 
those of Paul Apold, secretary 
of Press and Information, who 
presumably was responsible for 
the defamatory attacks on the 

Church which had grown in viru- 
lence in recent months; Minister 
of Education Armando Mendez 
San Martin, who engineered de- 
crees which discriminated 
against Catholic schools and 
abolished religious education in 
the state schools; and Minister 
of Labor and Welfare Alejandro 
Bautista Giavarini, who caused 

nuns to be expelled from admin- 

istrative posts in Catholic wel- 
fare institutions. 

Opinion among many here was 
that the new cabinet would be com- 
posed largely of military men. 
They felt that a large section of 
the Army has been strongly op- 
posed to the government’s anti- 
Catholic measures and had forced 
President Peron to “go easy” on 
the Church as the price of their 
continued support. 

With the restoration of more 
normal conditions throughout the 
country, there seemed to be wide-

Meanwhile, Rep. Philip J. Phil- 
bin of Massachusetts said in a 
speech on the floor of the House 
that the State Department should 
“sever diplomatic relations with 
the Argentine government” un- 
less General Peron’s “scandalous 
persecution is promptly discon- 
tinued and full reparation, apolo- 
gies, and acknowledgement of 
the principle of free worship 
promptly made. 

Calling the Argentine president 
a “crazed zealot,” he said that 
‘Hitler and Stalin could hardly do 
worse than Peron, who has added 
another chapter of degradation and 
infamy to the sordid history of re- 
ligious persecution.” 

Congressman Anfuso said in 
his letter to President Eisenhower 
that “Argentina and the Argentine 
people are in the grip of a dictator- 
ship, ruthless and inhumane as was 
Nazi Germany a decade ago and as 
is Soviet Russia today.” 

Majority Leader John W. Mc- 
Cormack told the House that “Per- 
on may cause suffering, but he 
cannot win.” 

“The Massachusetts congressman 
said, “in the ligkt of. this attack 
upon .the liberties of the people of 
a proud «nation, our government 
should reconsider its relationship 
with Peron, the one-man dictator 
of Argentina, and see that no ac- 
tion on the part of our government 
will strengthen Peron’s hold on the 
government of Argentina.” 

In asking that the secretary of 
state “make the necessary repre- 
sentations to the Argentine govern- 
ment concerning the mistreatment 
and persecution of Catholics and 
the Catholic Church in that coun- 
try,” Anfuso said, “please under- 
stand that I am not urging inter- 
vention into domestic affairs in 
Argentina.” He cited U. S. protests 
against religious persecution in a 
half-dozen countries as far back 
as 1866, and said that “this is one 
of the major reasons why we are 
regarded throughout the world as 
the moral leader among nations.” 

Emphasizing his suggestion — 
“to establish diplomatic relations 
with the Vatican through the im- 
mediate appointment of an envoy 
as a gesture of friendship and of 
our desire to promote world peace 
and greater understanding,” — 
Congressman Anfuso declared: 

“In carrying out this suggestion, 
we shall let the whole world im- 
mediately know that the United 
States has the highest esteem for 
the Catholic Church and the broad 
principles of religious freedom for 
which it stands, and that our sym- 
pathies are wholly with it in this 
period of stress. 

“May I call to your attention, Mr. 
President, that the Vatican main-

tains diplomatic relations with 


some 50 countries throughout the 
world, and these are not all or 
strictly Catholic countries. Great 
Britain and The Netherlands, 
known as Protestant countries, 
have official diplomatic represen- 
tatives in the Vatican. 


“AMONG THE MAJOR countries 
which have thus far not established 
such relations are Soviet Russia, 
Communist China, and, unfortun- 
ately our own United States. By 
remaining in the same category on 
this issue with the two leading 
communist countries in the world, 
we are in a very embarrassing and 
paradoxical situation. 

The Catholic Church is today a 
leading and energetic force— 
in the strugggle against commun- 
ism. The Vatican is also noted as 
a vast center of information on 
developments in all parts of the 
globe, including information on 
what is going on behind the 
Iron curtain. Through diplomatic 
relations with the Vatican, that 
information would be at our dis- 
posal, just as we would have had 
fuller information on develop- 
ments in Argentina before the

A man cannot inspire 
others to good unless he provides 
a good example. It is one thing to 
offer to provide the example and 
another thing entirely to lead a 
truly exemplary life. Thomas 
a’Kempis tells us in his “Imita- 
tion of Christ”: “My son, thou art 
never secure in this life, but, as 
long as thou livest thou shalt al- 
ways need spiritual armor. Thou 
dwellest among enemies, and art 
assaulted on the right hand and 
on the left. If, therefore, thou de- 
fend not thyself on every side 
thou canst not be long without a 
wound.” 


The very source of spiritual ar- 
mor is Christ.in the Holy Euchar- 
ist. Few of us need be reminded 
that we work often in frustration:
